Nixon wants to put $5.5 billion into housing 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — President Nixon said today he 
would try to pump $5.5 billion into the nation’s sagging 
housing industry in the near future while Congress 
considers his proposed long range solutions in housing 


In a message to Congress, the President said the 
government would move shortly to allow savings and loan 
institutions to provide an additional $2.5 billion in loan 
commitments. Savings and loan associations have virtually 
shut off mortgage lending since June. 


Nixon said the Federal Home Loan Bank Board would 
provide "forward commitments" to thrift institutions that 
would guarantee money for them at some future date to 
cover loan commitments that could otherwise not be made. 
A shortage of funds for thrift institutions could occur if 
savers continued to withdraw funds for investment in 


Treasury bills and other investments returning interest 
rates of 8 2 per cent and higher. 
With Congress not expected to act before next year on 
new 
housing 
proposals, 
Nixon 
outlined 
steps 
the 
administration could take without congressional approval 
to ease the housing credit squeeze 


He said they were intended "first, to help alleviate the 
immediate housing credit problem; and second, to improve 
for the longer term the supply of housing credit and the 
ability of our people to use it.” 


The long range Nixon housing plan included a proposal 
eventually to replace the current system of federal housing 
subsidies for the poor with cash payments. 
The President said this would attack the basic problem in 
housing, adding that it would give the poor "freedom and 


responsibility to make their own choices about housing and 
would eventually get the federal government out of the 
housing business.” 
F'or the near future, in addition to $2 5 billion for savings 
and loan institutions, the President said the government 
would try to attract $3 billion in private funds into the 
mortgage market for new house construction. 


He said those funds would be attracted through a so- 
called tandam plan’ under which the government would 
provide money for FH A insured mortgages at interest rates 
below the market level 


In effect, this would be a federal subsidy to private 
investors F’or example if an investor is buying FHA mort­ 
gages now at 91 per cent of face value, under the Presi­ 
dent’s action, he would be allowed to buy F’HA insured 


mortgages at 90 5 per cent of their face value

WASHINGTON (U PI) — The Senate appeared near 
agreement today on a bill to protect pensions of average 
workers. But it was in disagreement on pensions of high- 
income doctors and lawyers. 
No significant opposition developed in Tuesday’s opening 
debate to the thrust of a pension reform bill The measure 
would establish minimum federal standards for 200,000 
company-operated pension plans which cover 38 million 
workers and require companies over the next 30 years to, 
accumulate enough funds to meet pension obligations. 
But Sen. Gaylord Nelson, D-Wis., and a handful of 
liberals promised to fight a provision which they said 
creates a new tax loophole for the wealthy.

Butz denies dept, broke law 


WASHINGTON (U PI) 
Agriculture Secretary Earl L 
Butz today denied his department has broken the law by 
cutting off special milk subsidies in schools which operate 
government-subsidized breakfast and lunch programs. 
The program last year was available to all schools, and 
$97 million was spent to subsidize sales of 2 5 billion half 
pints of milk to children Current plans for this school year 
call for spending $25 million to subsidize sales of 812 million 
half pints, with the program limited to schools which have 
no regular lunch or breakfast service 
In schools which have regular food service. Butz pointed 
out. a half pint of milk is served as an integral part of each 
meal The “ special ’ milk subsidy program underwrites 
cut rate sales of extra milk a second or third serving for a 
child who has already had one half-pint with lunch, or a low- 
cost recess drink or supplement to a bag lunch. 
Butz, in a letter to Sen. William Proxmire, D-Wis , who 
raised the charge of unlawful action, said the regulation 
governing the special program requires the Agriculture De­ 
partment to administer it in the same way it was run in 1969 


“ to the maximum extent practicable ” * 
Restricting the program to schools without regular lunch 
service complies with the wording of the law because 
“ conditions have changed since 1969 and the actions we are 
taking are practical,” Butz added 
The Agriculture Secretary said that in any case he cannot 
currently spend more than $25 million for the program be­ 
cause of a House-Senate snarl over appropriations The 
House, in its version of the annual farm appropriations bill, 
had voted to comply with an administration proposal to 
limit the program to $25 million in the 1973 74 school year. 
The Senate voted $97 million, and a Senate-House 
conference committee is currently trying to reach 
agreement on a final f igure 
Butz told Proxmire the number of half pints of milk 
served with school meals will be up 11 per cent in the 
current school year He said the number of half pints of 
milk subsidized under the “ special” program in schools 
without lunchrooms will rise 50 per cent

The new military rulers of 
Chile said today they plan to issue a “ white paper” 
exposing “ incredible” corruption during the three years 
President Salvador Allende was in office 
Allende was ousted by a bloody military coup on Sept 11 
and was killed, by suicide according to some reports 
Adm Jose Toribio Merino announced the white paper 
today during a news conference 
“ We are preparing a white paper on these last three 
years in which the most incredible things will be told,” he 
said. “ This immorality, this corruption has no measure ” 
The president of the junta said Tuesday the military was 
in full control of the country, but soldiers in battle gear 
patrolled downtown Santiago overnight Tuesday and today, 
arresting 53 persons and confiscating 60 weapons in their 
effort to crush the final opposition to the junta 
The troops occasionally clashed with armed leftist 
workers loyal to former President Salvador Allende who 
died in the bloody coup on Sept 11. 
The military junta s new chief of police investigations, 
Army Gen Ernesto Baeza, said Tuesday the junta had 
discovered documents indicating that leftists belonging to 
Allende’s Popular Unity coalition had planned to use 
Independence Day celebrations Tuesday and today to 
launch a coup of their own and install a “ Communist 
dictatorship ” 
Earlier the junta said documents found in the interior 
ministry indicated a plot to assassinate the leaders of 
Chile’s armed forces. So far, none of the documents have 
been made public. 
On Tuesday, the ruling junta relaxed some restrictions 
imposed immediately after the coup

Vets Day Nov. II again 


SACRAMENTO (U PI) - Legislation 
returning Veterans Day in California to its 
traditional date, 
Nov. 
11, was signed 
Tuesday by Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
California veterans organizations called 
for the change in the state’s observance of 
the 
holiday, 
contending 
the 
only 
appropriate date to honor it was on “ the 
11th day of the 11th m onth,” m arking the 
end of World War I. 


In recent years, Congress and the state 
legislature voted to move Veterans Day to 
the fourth Monday in October as part of a 
plan to have most holiday fall on Mondays 


for three-day weekends. 
But some veterans groups have refused 
to honor the new holiday date and have con­ 
tinued to hold their cerem onies on Nov. 11. 
The bill (AB13) by Assemblyman Ken 
MacDonald, D-Ojai, 
would affect only 
those agencies and businesses which follow 
state holidays. 
The federal law would remain the same. 
Under the m easure, if Nov. 11 should fall 
on a Sunday, then Nov. 12 would be 
declared Veterans Day. If Nov. 11 should 
fall on a Saturday, then Nov. 10 would be 
the state holiday.

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Drake's landing questioned 


Where will hurricane hit land? 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
The greatest worry of a 
hurricane forecaster is his 
ability to predict where a 
storm will strike land. 
Dr. Robert H. Simpson, 
director of 
the 
National 
Hurricane Center in Miami, 
said a miss of only 100 miles 
can mean the difference 
between disastrous flooding 
and little or none at all. And 
a 
100-mile 
error is not 
considered large for a 24- 
hour forecast. 
Nine out of 10 lives lost in 
hurricanes 
result 
from 
drownings, 
and 
most 
drownings are caused by the 
great surge of seawater 
pushed over low land by an 
oncoming 
storm. 
Yet 
Simpson 
said 
the 
predictions of such flooding 
are quite accurate. 


“It is ironic, however, 
that this skill is largely 
vitiated due to the lower 
skill 
in 
predicting 
the 
landfall 
and 
changes 
in 
strength 
of 
maximum 
winds,’’ Simpson said in an 
article in a recent issue of 
Science magazine. 


He said forecasters are 
getting 
better, 
however, 
particularly 
in predicting 
the 
paths 
of 
hurricanes 
within 
24 
hours. 
The 
average 24-hour error 10 
years ago was 176 miles. It 
was reduced to 131 miles 
last year. 
But 
with 
an 
expected 
error in the 100-mile range 
for 
24-hour 
predictions, 
Simpson 
said 
forecasters 
are forced onto a tightrope 
when it comes to posting 
warnings that will become 
the basis for evacuating 
thousands of people and 
making 
expensive 
storm 
preparations. 
It 
is 
estimated, 
for 
example, that it costs Dade 
County, Fla., which includes 
Miami, 
as 
much 
as $2 
million 
in 
preparations 
every 
time 
a 
hurricane 
warning is issued for the 
county. 
“If hurricane 
warnings 
are spread over too large a 


sector of the coastline, it 
becomes 
an 
economic 
impracticability to initiate 
all-out 
preparedness 
measures 
everywhere, 
especially if half or more of 
the area ends up without 
reason for 
having 
taken 
these measures,” Simpson 
said. 
“Likewise, if two of three 
people evacuated from an 
exposed 
coastline 
return 
home to find no obvious 
reason for having left, the 
credibility 
of 
warnings 
rapidly 
diminishes 
and 
public 
responsiveness 
to 
subsequent 
warnings will 
drop to a dangerously low 
level.” 
As a result, Simpson said 
hurricane warnings rarely 
are issued more than 12 to 18 
hours before a hurricane 
reaches the coast. At that 
time, 
storm 
tracking 
improves and the accuracy 
of subsequent forecasts is 
much improved. 
‘‘From 
the 
progress 
presently being made and 


the outlook ahead, 
it is 
unlikely, 
barring 
a 
b r e a k t h r o u g h , 
that 
hurricane warnings can be 
issued 
much 
farther 
in 
advance in the foreseeable 
future than has been the 
case in the past,” Simpson 
said. He did say, however, 
that it may be possible to 
reduce

length

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— 
Historians 
have 
long 
argued 
about 
where 
Sir 
Francis Drake landed on the 
California coast in 1579. but 
one historian says a small 
rodent and a 380-year old 
chart may hold the answer 
Until now a brass plate 
found in 1936 was the only 
evidence of Drake's visit, 
but 
historians 
never 
confirmed a landing site 
Drake left England in 1577 
to search for a Northwest 
Passage. 
Aft er 
two 
unsuccessful years he and 
some 
60 crew 
members 
looked for an anchorage to 
repair his leaky ship. The 
Golden Hinde. 
For 
decades 
school 
children were taught that 
Sir 
Francis anchored 
in 
Drakes 
Bay, 
south 
of 
barren, windy Pt. Reyes, in 
Marin County. 
But Robert H. Power of 
Vacaville, who has studied 
the landing question for 20 
years, believes Drake sailed 
through the Golden Gate 
into San Francisco Bay, 30 
miles south of Drake’s Bay. 
In the summer issue of the 
California 
Historical 
Quarterly, Power explained 
his theory, using accounts 
written 
soon 
after 
the 
voyage and relating them to 
the geography and ecology 
of San Francisco Bay. 
Power says that Drake 
while leading a party of men 
ashore 
to 
become 
acquainted with the land, 
reported seeing thousands 


of small rodents they called 
“cronies” . 
The 
cronie 
was 
the 
California ground squirrel 
“which inhabits the warm 
hillsides and valleys around 
San Francisco Bay,” not the 
colder, damp area around 
Drakes Bay, Power says. 


Drake 
also 
reported 
seeing “ very large and fat 
Deere," which Power says 
were tule elk, common to all 
of Marin County. 


“ The 
ecol ogi cal 
phenomenon 
of 
the 
'coexisting ground squirrels 
and elk not only supports a 
San Francisco Bay landing, 
but 
seemingly eliminates 
the possibility that Drake 
explored 
the 
western 
portion of Marin County 
inland from Drake’s Bay,” 
Power said. 


No first-hand accounts of 
Drake’s 
visit 
exist, 
but 
Power says a Flemish map 
drawn 
in 
1589 
shows a 
California 
landing 
site 
named Nova Albion, or New 
England. 
The 
map 
“depicts 
an 
island closely paralleling a 
peninsula, and a sharply 
divided 
bay, ” 
which 
resembles 
northern 
San 
Francisco Bay near Point 
San Quentin. Power says.

Bay’s features 
are not included on the

Are there Vietnam casualties still to come?

NEW YORK - (NEA i - 
With American participation 
in the fighting in Southeast 
Asia apparently ended, we are 
left 'With, among other things, 
about three million Vietnam 
veterans. 


And they present a prob­ 
lem: How has the war affect­ 
ed them and their future role 
in American society? 


Will their experience make 
them activists seeking to im­ 
prove 
their 
communities, 
more or less like the four vet­ 
erans in a fanciful new movie. 
“ Gordon's W ar," who use 
their knowledge of guerrilla 
warfare to quadruple-handedly 
destroy the narcotics traffic 
of Harlem? 


Will their experience leave 
them bitter and valueless po­ 
tential revolutionaries, as 
psychiatrist Robert Jay Lifton 
suggests might happen in his 
recent book. “ Home from the 
War” ? 


Will their experience be 
important to them only as in­ 
dividuals and will they have 
no more serious impact on 
society than did the apolitical 
veterans of World War II and 
Korea, as Veterans Adminis­ 
tration officials argue? 


The questions are muddied 
by the same political and mor­ 
al overtones that confuse most 
discussions about Vietnam. 
How one defines such words 
as heroism, atrocity, victory, 
cowardice and guilt depends 
to a large extent on how you 
feel about the war, which 
makes it difficult to find any­ 
one detached enough to make 
unprejudiced judgments even 
about veterans. 


And the only veterans who 
have had a tangible effect so 
far have been those whose 
experience has left them op- 
C 
osed to the war, most nota- 
ly and publicly the Vietnam 
Veterans against the War, the 
do-gooder 
vigilantism 
of 
“ Gordon’s War" having thus 
far been confined to fiction. 


Lifton, a Yale University 
psychiatry professor, admits 
that he opposed the war and 
that most of the veterans he 
talked to in researching his 
book were antiwar veterans 
who were already motivated 
enough to seek out “ rap ses­ 
sions” to explore their own 
usually-troubled feelings about 
their participation in the war. 
And he also concedes that 
most of them were white and 
relatively well educated. 


But he says; 


“ While they are not typical, 
they do represent a useful 
model for men who got into a 
process they saw as tainted. 


“ Any veteran in a combat 
situation 
develops 
enormous 
reservoirs of rage th.<t can 
lead to violence if thev ar*- 
unfocused and unmanageable 
and I have seen some tenden 
cies like that among the men 
I've been in contact with 


“ These men have learned to 
use weapons and that could 
present serious consequences 
to society, from 
the 
left 
where the veterans now op­ 
pose the government and th»> 
military, or from the right, 
where veterans have joined 
chauvinistic groups or law 
enforcement agencies that 
provide an outlet for violent 
feelings.” 


Lifton also argues that most 
Vietnam combat veterans feel 
guilt about fighting in the 
war, which may turn out to be 
traumatic for the country 


“ The real American 
cas 
ualties of the Vietnam War, 
he says, “ at least in numbers, 
may well be those who see no 
psychiatrists and bear no psy­ 
chiatric or medical labels, yet 
are nonetheless plagued and 
diminished by numbed guilt 
they can neither animate nor 
even recognize. Even a socie­ 
ty whose leaders are bent on 
numbing cannot hide these 
casualties; we shall hear of

Lifton is not the <»rt|v one to

those with extensive combat 
experience are deeply trou­ 
bled emotionally 
by what he 
calls “ the post V ietnam svn 
drome.” 


And a former Armv psychi­ 
atrist hr 
\ Carl Segal, told 
the American Psychiatric 
Assn last year that at Fort 
Benmng. <»a . “ increasing 
number^ of combat veterans 
were being seen by the post s 
mental health staff for rage 
reactions, anxiety depression 
and psyehoph\siologiral symp 
toms These often appeared to 
be associated with depressed 
and „repressed guilt about 
their combat roles ’ 


Pentagon statistics, how­ 
ever, say that there were 
fewer victims of “ combat fa­ 
tigue 
and “ shell shock 
in 
Vietnam than there were in 
any previous war. And Dr. 


Eugene < alley the Veterans 
Administration s associate 
director for psychiatry, said 
in an interview that his agen­ 
cy ha-s '< *»n no signs of wide

“ Some veterans of this 
armed conflict may stay away 
from the VA because thev 
want to avoid the Establish 
rneht or are worried about 
getting in drug problems, so 
we don t see everybody who is 
upset, 
Caffey says 
But we 
do see a good chunk of them 
and f think there is a real 
question whether the after- 
math of this war is any differ­ 
ent from the aftermath of any 
other war 


“ You have to remember 
this was the most carefully 
selected and trained group of 
people who have ever fought 
in a war and I believe that 
those with mental problems 
constitute only a very small 
part of the millions who 
passed through Vietnam." 


All of which adds up to a 
not surprising conclusion: like 
so many other aspects of the 
Vietnam war, its effects on 
the men who fought it are still 
undetermined and likely to be 
a source of controversy for a 
long time

Falbe, describing the pro­ 
gram at a recent education 
conference, said on a typical 
day, 9-year-old Sherry may 
write the following: “ For 
the next three days, from 9 
a.m. until 9:30 a.m., I will 
work on my math tables. I 
will review them to myself 
10 times and I will do 10 
problems and check myself. 
At the end of three days, I 
will indicate I know my 
tables. (Signed) Sherry.” 
Her teacher may write: 
"For the next three days, 
I will be available to Sherry 
between 9 a.m. and 9:30 
a.m. if she wants to review 
her math problems. At the 
end of three days she will 
work 
the 
problems. 
(Signed) Mrs. Lewis.” 
The purpose, says Falbe, 
is not only to teach the child 
math 
at

speed,

to help her 
develop

speech is within the range of 
their capabilities. 
It is only a beginning 
because stuttering, to the 
stutterer, is a great deal 
like 
alcohol,

their speech habits will they 
be able to retain that resem­ 
blance of normal speech 
which they have achieved 
They must yet speed up 
their rate of speaking, and 
tone and inflection and 
above all—not slip back into 
the habit of stuttering they 
say they want to avoid. 
One 
of 
the 
foremost 
problems 
faced 
by 
the 
stutterer, accoring to Dr. 
William H. Perkins. USC 
professor of communicative 
disorders and head of the 
new program, is that he or 
she may not really want to 
quit—even when they say 
thev do. 
Further, for those who 
already have attained some 
degree 
of 
uninterrupted 
speech, they must not use 
what they have learned as a 
“ crutch 
to be employed 
only when they feel they 
must not stutter. 
That mistake, for the stut­ 
terer, could be as costly as a 
short beer for an alcoholic. 
Breath 
management 
is 
the keystone in the archway 
stutterers 
must 
build 
to 
carry 
them 
from 
their 
halting speech to the habit 
of speaking normally. 
i t 
is 
logically 
and 
literally impossible for any 
person to stutter if he or she 
will keep the breath stream 
flowing continously through 
the vocal cords,” Perkins 
said. 
To the speed pathologist, 
clinician, and researcher, 
the 
i n t e r u p t i o n s 
of 
stuttering 
are simply an 
inability to coordinate the 
creation 
of vocal 
sounds 
with their articulation into 
speech sounds and syllables. 
Something happens to im­ 
pound 
the 
air 
flow,

breath, at the glottis, the 
opening between the vocal

Step one is to slow down 
the speaking rate, Perkins 
Mid.

use an instrument called 
delayed auditory feedback

They must heai the echo

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EPA releases gas mileage 
figures for 1974 autos 
Funds granted for drainage project 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) 
—The 
Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA ) 
told the nation s consumers 
today they can expect gas 
mileage in 1974 model cars 
to range from a top of 29 1 
miles per gallon for the 
Honda Civic to a low of 6 8 
miles per gallon for the 
Oldsmobile Toronado. 
The agency released the 
mileage 
figures 
to 
the 
public and to the automobile 
industry. 
Most 
auto 
companies have agreed to 
start 
posting 
the 
gas 
mileage figures on stickers 
inside the windows of new 
cars in order to help buyers 
become more conscious of 
fuel expenditures. The miles 
per gallon figures were 
arrived at during EPA tests 
of new cars to determine 
how they are complying 
with clean air standards. 
The EPA proposed the 
mileage figures to help ease 
the energy situation, which 
automobiles contribute to 
by 
burning 
170 
million 
gallons of gasoline every 
day. 


The test figures released 
today cover approximately 
80 per cent of 1974 model 
cars. The balance will be 
released when the agency 
completes all of its tests. 
The 
cars tested 
were 
driven 7.3 miles at speeds 
ranging up to 57 miles per 
hour The agency said this is 
very close to the average 
automobile 
trip 
in 
the 
United States of 8.3 miles. 
In the 2,000-pound weight 
class, the Honda Civic, with 
a 76-cubic inch engine and a 
manual 
four-speed 
transmission, showed the 
best fuel economy at 29 1 
miles per gallon. The worst 
fuel economy in that weight 
class was the MG midget at 
21.7.

Yogi engineers mini-miracle

The New York Mets may be dead, 
as even many of their best friends 
think, but they are refusing to lie 
down. 
Still 24 games out of first place in 
the 
National 
League 
Eastern 
Division race after Tuesday night’s 
6-5 victory over the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, the Mets are thinking in 
terms of their “ Miracle Victory” of 
1969. 
And small wonder. Tuesday night 
they rallied for a great and possibly 
season-saving victory despite the 
fact that Manager Yogi Berra made 
two huge gambles. First, he brought 
in a rookie making his first big 
league appearance to protect a 6-4 
lead in the ninth inning and, second, 
he challenged one of baseball’s 
fundamental rules by walking the 
winning run onto base. 
Berra got away with both gambles 
and the Mets are still in the race and 
dreaming that they can reproduce 
that miracle of 1969. 
Trailing 4-1 going into the ninth, 
the Mets scored five runs with Don 
Hahn delivering a two-run single for 
the climactic blow. Then Berra, in 
an audacious move, brought in 
rookie Bob Apodoca to protect the 
lead. The rookie walked the first two 
batters 
in the ninth and Tug 
McGraw and Buzz Capra came on to 
relieve. 
Willie Stargell was the key hitter, 
stepping to the plate as the potential 
winning run if he homered, and 
Berra took another gamble that 
would have exposed him to the 
second guess: He ordered Willie 
intentionally walked, putting the 
winning run on base. Richie Zisk 
walked, filling the bases, before 
Manny Sanguillen flied out to end 
the game. 
St. Louis defeated Montreal, 7-4, 
Chicago beat Philadelphia, 3-2, after 
a 
5-2 
loss, 
Cincinnati 
nipped 
Houston, 1-0, Los Angeles topped 
San Francisco, 3-1, and San Diego 
downed 
Atlanta, 
9-4, 
in 
other 
National League games. 
Asked why he took a chance on the 
rookie 
from 
Tidewater, 
Berra 
answered, “ why shouldn’t I use him 
... he saved 11 games in Tidewater.” 
Don Hahn’s one-out two-run single 
was the big blow of the Mets’ five- 


run ninth-inning rally which started 
when 
Jim 
Beauchamp 
singled, 
Wayne Garrett doubled and Felix 
Millan tripled. 


Luis Melendez’ three-run homer 
off Balor Moore in the third inning 
paced the Cardinals over the Expos. 
Ted Sizemore started the third 
inning with a single and Ted 
Simmons 
also 
singled 
before 
Melendez hit his second homer of 
the season. Ken Singleton drove in 
his 98th run for the Expos. 
Pitcher Tommy John’s disputed 
single highlighted a three-run rally 
in the seventh inning that carried 
the Dodgers over San Francisco. 
The win kept the Dodgers 54 games 


behind division-leading Cincinnati 
while San Francisco dropped to four 
games back of Los Angeles. 
Bill Bonham pitched four-hitter 
for his sixth win for the Cubs after 
the Phillies won the first game with 
the help of Greg Luzinski’s 28th 
homer.

Under the system, which 
began operation in the first 
week of August, all police 
records concerning stolen, 
lost, 
found 
and 
pawned 
bicycles are fed into the 
computer 
at 
the 
state 
.Justice 
Department 
in 
Sacramento 
Law officers 
throughout California then 
can 
check 
with 
the 
computer to determine if a 
bicycle is stolen or lost and 
who is the owner. 
Citing the seriousness of 
the 
problem. 
Attorney 
General 
Evelle 
Younger 
pointed out there were more 
than 
142,000 
bicycles 
reported stolen in California 
last vear. He also said only 
an estimated two-thirds of 
the bike thefts in the state 
are reported to police. 
There are 5 million to 6 
m illion 
b ic y c le s 
in 
California with the number 
increasing about 500,000 a 
year, 
according 
to 
the 
attorney general. Half of the 
increase 
is 
in 
10-speed 
bicycles. 
Richard Beall, who works 
as a liaison between local 
authorities and the Justice 
Department 
at 
the 
computer 
facilities, 
said 
“ anybody in wholesale bike 
theft is in big trouble right 
now“ with the start of the 
automated bicycle system. 
“ People who almost with 
impunity 
are 
taking 
bicycles 
and 
going 
to 
another 
jurisdiction 
in 
California are no longer 
home free,” he said “ We 
are in the position of being 
able to identify bicycles that

stolen. 
The 
system is going to catch the 
bicycle thief and prevent 
theft.”

Assemblyman

fo rw a rd 
speeds 
be 
registered 
and 
licensed. 
After July 1, 1976, no one 
may operate a bicycle in

A fee of $3 would be 
charged the bicycle owner 
or purchaser for a license 
which would be valid for 
three years.

program and finances," as an alternative 
to the study of the all-year school concept. 


She states that the realities of falling 
school enrollment, empty classrooms and 
the request for the all-year concept must 
be faced. 


The trustees had mixed reactions to the 
request for the study but did agree to look 
into it, whatever that means. 


We think the study of both the all-year 
school concept and the “ space, program 
and finances“ should have high priority. 
We do not believe it is reasonable to 
assume that one study result should be the 
alternative for the other but that they 
should be in concert in order to receive full 
in-puts for a solution to the declining 
enrollment problem.
